DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' election, with traverse, of Group I (claims 1 -20) in the 
communication filed 08 October 2004, is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
examining all the groups would not impose search burden to the Office, but no specific 
explanation is provided . This is not found persuasive because as set forth in the previous Office 
action, examination of group II, which is drawn to nucleic acid would certainly involve 
additional search such as class 536, 23.1, etc. The requirement is still deemed proper and is 
therefore made FINAL. 

Accordingly, claims 1-21 are currently pending, claims 1-20 are under consideration. 
Claim 21 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely 
traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the communication filed 08 October 2004.
